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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments are not persuasive. 

First. Applicant argues that the tolerances of the spacers, as disclosed in the specification, was not illustrated for example and cites a 
passage from paragraph 13 supporting this argument. This is persuasive, however the rejection is maintained and still deemed proper. 

Second, with regard to the rejection of Hibino to claim 1, Applicant argues that one would not correlate a PDP with a CCFFL. The 
Examiner respectfully submits that the CCFFL is only recited in the preamble of the claims, and as discussed in the Final rejection, the 
preamble is intended use type preamble. The bodies of the claims do not depend on the preamble for completeness and the preamble 
has not been accorded any patentable weight. See In re Hirao. 535 F.2d 67. 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie. 187 F.2d 
150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). Therefore, the instant claims do not limit the device to being a CCFFL. As can be seen in 
the Final rejection, the instant claims are of such broad wordage that PDP device can read on the limiting structure claims. 



Third, with regard to the rejection of Hibino to claim 1 , Applicant argues that the barrier ribs of Hibino are not spacers. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. No special definition has been given to the term "spacers." Therefore, the term has been given its broadest 
reasonable Interpretation consistent with the specification. In this case, the term is interpreted as structures which organize or arrange with 
spaces between, which are precisely what function Hibino's ribs perform. 

Fourth, with regard to the rejection of Shichao to claim 1, Applicant argues that one would not correlate an electric fluorescent display with 
a CCFFL. As discussed above, the instant claims do not limit the device to being a CCFFL. As can be seen in the Final rejection, the 
instant claims are of such broad wordage that an electric fluorescent display can read on the limiting structure claims.. 
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
